first shocks Saturday night but an 
emergency telegraph line was rigged 
up hastily. 


The mountain oC Santa Rita, south- 


west of San Vicente, was said by one 
arrival from the city to be erupting. 
Springs near the base of the volcano 
of San Vicente became sulphurous af- 
ter the provincial capital WHS devas- 
tated, making large- .supplies of drink- 
ing water unfit, for use.

Early Treatment Vital

*Sowadays than used to be given these 
interesting tissues. Since the earliest 
times they have been known for their 
distinct assocation with various sexual 
manifestations. Most human beings 
indulge in kissing to demonstrate af- 
fection. There are. of course." some 
races which do not practice kissing. 
, but show their affection in other ways. 
1 Many different forms of irritation 
.and swelling may affect the lips. They 
may become chronically inflamed with 
i scales and crusts as a result of being 
I irritated. The use of certain lipsticks, 
I dentifrices, or mouth washes may lead 
i to'such trouble. In other cases, the 
I condition seems to be associatde with 
t various nervous irritations.

recognize the nature of an infection, a 
growth, or an irritation on the lip as 
soon as possible, because speed and 
efficiency of early treatment deter- 
mine in many instances the final re- 
sult. 


Cancer of the lip may treated by 


complete removal through surgery, by 
irradiation with radium or the X-ray, 
by electric coagulation, or by the com- 
bination of various methods. 


The most frequent recommendation 


involves removal of the lesion by sur- 
gery, or by electric coagulation first 
and treatment with radium afterward. I 
to prevent spread.

Ordinary infections of the lip fre- j 


quently are treated with various mild 
ointments, but the more extensive 
cases .sometimes require use of the- 
XX-ray. 


The condition which affects lips, es- 


pecially those of women, most com- 
monly, is the so-called fever blister, 
fever sore, or herpes. These fre- | 
quently are associated with nervous 
strains, indigestion, sunburn, the eat- ! 
ing of various indigestible substances! 
or those to which the person may be j 
sensitive, or with other causes.

These little blisters usually tingle' 


and burn at first, then become tender, i 
Afterward they break open and dry j 
upi disappearing completely until the j 
next crop appears.

Lloyd George Hits War-lime Generals. 


It is not news that David Lloyd 


George, England's war-time preimer, 
became sharply critical of our General 
Pershing in the fifth volume of his 
"War Memoirs." The cables told us 
till about it when the book was pub- 
lished in England early this fall. 


What will interest American renders, 


now that the book has been issued in 
this country (by Little, Brown and 
Co., at S3), is the fact that Mr. Lloyd 
George Ls even more critical of Persh- 
ing's confreres, the British generals. 


Sir Douglas Haig comes in for an 


attack that is fairly blistering. Mr. 
Lloyd George assails him for stupidity, 
for stubbornness, and for the wastugc 
of hundreds of thousands of lives. The 
German break-through in the spring 
of 1918, he insists, was due to two things 
—Haig's disastrous Passchendaele of- 
fensive of the preceding fall, and the 
refusal of Haig and Petain to agree to 
the establishment of an allied army 
reserve under Foch. 


Indeed, Mr. Lloyd George likes no 


general. He accuses Sir William Rob- 
ertson, British chief of staff, of trying 
to set up a military dictatorship in war- 
time along the lines of the Hinclen- 
burg-Ludendorff model in Germany. 
Over and over he assails the generals 
for blindness and folly, declaring that 
from first to last they would attack 
Germany only where it was strongest 
and not where it was weakest. 


All this, of course, is special plead- 


ing. Mr. Lloyd George has his own 
record to defend, and he defends it 
from top to bottom. You will find his 
book lively, opinionated, revealing— 
and, historically, of vast importance.

has had this exclusive privilege,—what 
justice there was in giving exclusively 
this cream of all camera assignments 
to just one num. 


The answer, to anyone who knows 


well the Dionne story is that anything 
loss would be rank Injustice. 
For 


Davis has boon a groat deal more than 
photographer to Ihe Dionne babies. 


Lot's RO back to that cold morning 


iix May of 1H34 when "the CaHander 
miracle" look place. A harra&sed coun- 
try doctor, unschooled in tho meaning 
of public interest in an unique event, 
distracted by his grim battle against 
death, was in charge of a chaotic neigh- 
borhood. 


Davis Brings Vital Aid 


At 9 o'clock that night, the big- 


city press, in tho form of a crew of 
reporters nnd cameramen from 
the 


Toronto Star, the nearest really met- 
ropolitan paper, descended on Cal- 
lunder. One of tho crow was Davis, and 
a lucky thing it was, for the quins, for 
Dr. Dafoe, and for the millions who 
hi'.ve since reveled in Davis' pictures. 


First in importance. Davis had with 


him, 
.stowed in hi;; car, somo ?175 


worth of desperately needed medical 
supplies. He hail rushed to Dr. Dafoe's 
Toronto brother, William Dnfoo, noted 
baby specialist, and gotte-i a list of 
what might be needed. Then, without 
ft. rther instructions, he had dashed 
cul. filled the bill, and pucker! the sup- 
plies for the trip. They wore a vital 
help in Dr. Dafoe'.s fight. 


By the fourth day, the newspaper 


crowd at Callandor was overflowing 
every rentable room. In all the con- 
fusion, tho desperate rivalry for pic- 
tures, Dr. Da foe noted that one fellow 
seemed always ready to help, .even at 
tho expense of his immediate chances 
for a picture. Th'il was Davis. 


Ots First Pictures 


On the fourth morning, Davis got 


his pictures, in the low-ceilinged little 
kitchen of tho Dionne home—Dr. Dafoe 
with a group of the babies, Mr.s. Dionno 
with tho others. 


On the next clay, Davis almost missed 


his big picture chance because he was 
driving Nurso Cloutier through the 
snow to Bonficld to get some badly 
needed baby clothes. 


When he got back, others had made 


the pictures, but because Davi.s had 
been serving tho children, he was al- 
lowed to make a duplicate. 


When those first pictures began to 


f appear, bolp quickly materialized for 


the babies. On the seventh day, Davis, 
making a hurried trip to Toronto, pick- 
ed xip three incubators shipped from 
Chicago. 


Davi.s ripped the rumble seat out of 


his car. packed the incubators, and 
immediately started again for North 
Bay. 


At 10 o'clock at night he arrived at 


Dr. Dafoo's house, his car three-parts 
a wreck. The next morning the incu- 
bators were delivered at the Dionne 
house. They were a big factor in sav- 
ing the babies' lives. 


"The Babies First" 


On the 10th day, Davis figured out 


a new one. To avoid any disturbance 
of the babies and those inside the 
Dionne home, he made a splendid pic- 
ture of the babies through the win- 
dow of the house. 


He helped thaw out frozen milk for 


the distracted nurses, 
ran 
errands 


without number to North Bay drug 
or clothing stores, ferried back and 
forth to Toronto or Bonficld with 
nurses and supplies, cotton, and cod 
liver oil. In everything he did, it was 
"the babies first, the pictures second." 


Davis' co-operativeness and care im- 


pressed Dr. Dafoe. And when a con- 
tract was signed awarding exclusive 
rights to the babies' pictures, it would 
have been less than justice to pick 
anyone but Davi.s. 


Keeps Up Good Work 


Exclusive privileges did not dull 


Davit;' ardor for the babies. It was 
he who brought the first mosquito- 
netting, and helped to nail it over the 
windows of the Dionne house when the 
June flies grew so dangerous. 


It was Davi.s who made a check at 


) every morning, without wakening the 
Dionne household, by driving past the 
house. If all was well, a nurse waved 
from the window. 


Returning. Davis passed by Dr. Da- 


foo's bouse. 
It was arranged that, 


'hould everything not be in good order, 
ne would slop and awaken Dr. Dafoe. 
There were no telephones then. 


'Ihe arrangement helped Dr. Dafoe to 


get a little badly needed sleep before 
bis own daily routine visits began. 


It was Davis who came slithering into 


Dr. Dafoo's yard and drove him back 
in record time to the Dionne home 
when the babies had a bad sinking 
spell at three months of age. 


Ond it was Davis who drove Nurse 


De Kiriline to Bonl'ieUl for treatment 
when she was badly burned by the up- 
setting of an oil lamp. 


Mentor to Dr. Dafoe 


It was through Davis that Dr. DaCoe 


learned to appreciate the interest of 
the outside world in the Diumie babies, 
and learned also to handle the flood 
of newspaper, radio, and magazine in- 
quiries and requests that came in. 


The doctor found that if he said, "No 


pictures today,'' or "That's enough for 
now," 
his words were law to Davis. 


In all the later stages, Davis' vig- 


ilance for the quin's welfare never re- 
laxed. He has refused, any number 
of times, to make pictures, often for 
important people, when the pose ask- 
ed, or the circumstances, might be in- 
jurious. 


Davis insisted on, and helped devise, 


the soft-filtered light* Unit have al- 
ways been used to avoid possible eye- 
strain to the children from flashlights. 


Hero In World War 


Except for brief intervals, such us 


when he was detached to fly hurried- 
ly to cover Nova Scotia's drgmatic 
mine entomb of last year, Davis lias 
devoted all his waking hours to pictur- 
ing the quintuplets and to their wel- 
fare.

The O'Connor adherents

Guffey had a good deal to do with the 
pledge of Democratic house members 
from his state to back Rayburn.

State Governments

WASHWOTON.-Long oiler the de- 


.presslon Is ovsr its problem child—the 
'unemployables^-wiil remain to trouble 
and perplex both local nnd federal ad- 
ministrations. 


It has been at least six years since a 


man could get a job about any place 
and any time he wanted it. Six years 
is it long time in the 30 or 40 year 
working period of a man's life. What 
may have happened to him in those 
years? 


Economics, welfare workers and em- 


ployers have had experience before 
with depressions and their aftermath. 
They know it takes something out of a 
man to be without a satisfactory Job for 
an extended period. Morale falls and 
skill (diminishes. 


Holdover Problem 


The net effect on a once skilled man, 


three to six years away from his trade, 
is to make it hard for him to get back 
the job he once had. Naturally it is 
toughest on the less skilled, the "mar- 
ginal" workers, who had employment 
at his trade only when times were fair 
to middling good. 


With his skill diminished from dis- 


use, several years added to his age, he 
represents a holdover problem to wor- 
ry relief agencies long after many 
loose ends of the depression have been 
gathered up. 


When Administrator Harry Hopkins 


turned back to the states the care of 
"unemployables," a million more or 
less, he had reference largely to aged, 
ill and lame whose condition could 
scarcely be chargeable fully to the de- 
pression. 


But what about the "moderately em- 


ployable" man who can't quite cut his 
way back into private employ even 
when better days bring more jobs?

Christmas Decorations 


A trip to the woods will provide 


Christmas decorations suitable for any 
Hempstead county home. 


Cedar roping made by tying short 


•branches of cedar together is soft and 
rich looking and makes a becoming 
fram for doorways or mantel. The 
decorations should center about one 
point of interest, preferably the fire- 
place, if there is one, suggests Mrs. 
Ida A. Fcnton, Extension economist in 
home management., University of Ar- 
kansas College of Agriculture. A cor- 
ner of the room or n door may be 
chosen if there is no fireplace. Small 
trees planted in red tubs may bo plac- 
ed on cither side. Bunches of, cypress 
may be placed on the mantel, together 
with vases of gay branches of haw- 
thorn with red berries.

Patino. Besides his mansion in the 
Avenue Foch, he lias n chateau neat- 
Nice, a villa at Biarritz, and a manor 
in the Sicne-el-Oise. He has found 
Other interests than Bolivian to arnuso 
himself with, notably, a financial yom- 
pany incorporated for 10 million francs 
in Zurich, the Corporation for Indus- 
trial Securities, of which he was chair-, 
man.

Turkey Dinner 


A 15 or 20 pound turkey, roasted to a 


turn, means ;i Christmas dinner that, is 
as pleasing to Ihc eye as to the appe- 
tite. Turkeys are plentiful, and can 
be purchaser! in almost any size from 
the 8-pound bird (hat will be sufficient 
for a small family of three, t') a 25- 
pound turkey for .1 large family gath- 
ering. 


There is an art to selecting a turkey 


for Christmas dinner, according to Miss 
Gertrude K. Conant. Extension 
nu- 


tritionist. University of Arkansas Col- 
lege of Agriculture. Gray feet de- 
note a young turkey, and pink 1 feet 
denote age, so that turkey should be 
purehased with the feot on. It should 
be selected three or four days before 
Christmas, 
killed ;md dressed, and 


throughly chilled but not frozen. 


The 
liony splinters in the drum 


sticks live tendons, and may be pull- 
ed out before culling off the feet. Miss 
Conant .suggests a dry dressing, with 
celery and oysters. A 10-pound turkey 
should be roasted three, hours at 300 
degrees Fahrenheit, and a half hour at 
400 degrees.

Sleeve Board 


While 
Hempsteud county women 


have joined tile fashion parade in 
puffed ami complicated sleeves, they 
find that ironing and pressing is quite 
a problem. A .sleeve hoard is the an- 
swer. Even with straight sleeves, 'his 
device means a better pressing job ill 
less time. 


A sleeve hoard may be constructed at 


home from scrap lumber. Directions 
for making it are given by Mrs. Ida 
Kenton, Extension economist in home 
management, University of Arkansas 
College of Agriculture. 


Select 2 pieces of one-inch lumber 


about 20 inches long, and a third piece 
of 2 tg- 4, 4 inches long. The board in- 
tended for the top should be •I'.v inches 
wide at a point 3 inches from one end 
and tiipered to l:\\ inches ut a point •') 
inches from the other end. The small 
end of the board is used to slip into 
the armhole of the sleeve, liidi end 
must be rounded off so there will be 
no rough corners. The bottom board is 
shaped in similar way, making it 6 
or 7 inches wide ut one end and 4 or ij 
inches ut the other. The wider base 
holds the sleeve steady while prcss- 


ing. The 2 by 4 block is attached be- 
tween the boards at the wider ends at 
the point where tapering begins. The 
top board is padded, and a snug cover 
fitted over it. The board may be set 
upon an ironing board or table. 


TJiis convenience, with other laun- 


dry equipment, is described in the Ex- 
tension Service Circular No. 3-1'J, "Im- 
proved Methods for Home Laundry," 
which may be secured at the office 
of the home demonstration agent.

a state high school conference which 
would award an annual state football 
championship were drafted by a com- 
mittee composed of Coach Garland; 
Beavers of North Little Rock, Allan 
Dunaway of Pine Bluff, J. D. Clary of, 
Fordyce and Gordon Campbell of Lit-, 
tie Rock Saturday.

The plans will be submitted to 


coaches, principals and superintendents 
of the schools this week and they will! 
be given an opportunity to voice their, 
opinion before January 15. 


Under the proposed plan, the con- 


ference would be composed of 14 teamsj 
including Pine Bluff, Little Rock, 
North Little Rock, Hot Springs, Hopei 
Camden, Blytheville, Jonesboro, Fort 
Smith. Clarksville, Russellville, ElDo- 
rado, Fordyce qnd Forrest city. 


Each team would be required to 


play six conference games to be elig- 
ible for consideration for the state 
championship. Members of the com- 
mittee said that only five games would 
be necessary to qualify next season.

NEW YORK-Basketball's very na- 


ture makes it a high-scoring game. A 
contest often can be won or lost in 
an incredibly brief time. Personally, 
I don't believe there is any such thing 
as a safe lead in the sport. 


It is for this reason that coaches 


spend a great deal of time on de- 
fense. 
A team's ability to score is 


worthless unless it can keep the op- 
position from matching it. Because of 
this, several basic defensive systems 
have been formed to be employed 
throughout the country. 


I would say there are three major 


defenses — man-for-man, /one. and 
man-fer-man all over the court. The 
third is really a subdivision of th^ 
first, but so successfully has it worked 
in some cases that it deserves indi- 
vidual rating. 


In mnn-for-man style, each player 


keeps a specified opponent under lock 
and key. 


The ordinary man-for-man defender 


picks up his quarry crossing the cen- 
ter line and sticks with him from that 
point forward. This itself is an assign- 
ment requiring concentration and con- 
dition, but the most difficult part of 
the job is switching. 


Imaginative Players Make Man- 


for-Man Defense Tight 


This takes place when a defensive 


player, .seeing a man loose near the 
basket, changes to thai opponent to 
prevent him from doing damage. Sim- 
ultaneously, one of his teammates, us- 
ually the fellow who had been cover- 
ing the player who has worked, free, 
transfers to the opponent of the de- 
fender who has switched to cover the 
free man. 


Some youngsters coming into college 


seem to have n sixth sense for switch- 
ing, and they make excellent man-for- 
man material. Others must practice 
endlessly to learn how to switch, and 
even then they slip up in a difficult 
situation. 


But when defensive players have 


imagination and foresight in switching, 
they make a man-for-man defense air- 
tight. 


Zone defense is plotted differently. 


Every boy on the team is accorded a 
definite zone for which he is responsi- 
ble. Primarily he is assigned to play 
the ball, but must cover men coming 
into his zone. 


By means of arm waving, the zone 


defender attempts to block shots com- 
ing anywhere near him. With the 
court completely charted, many are 
stopped. 


Zone is most effective on narrow 


courts, where the defenders are able 
to blanket the area. But the Zone has 
its weak spot, in fact, several of them, 
so many wise coaches keep it as a sur- 
prise maneuver to be used only for 
one half and when least expected. 


Bounce Passes Used to Break 


Up Interceptions 


One of the methods used to break 


up zone play is a variation of the de- 
layed attack. Three men go downcourt. 
one to play near the hoop, but not in 
the foul lane, and two to occupy the 
corners. This is worked against a 3-2 
zone; and the two deep men are hard 
put to stop the maneuvering which 
follows. The same tactics are used 
against 2-1-2 or 2-3 zones. 


On other occasions, bounce passes 


are employed to balk interceptions. 
Some gifted teams solve the problem 
by merely staying away out and letting 
their long shots fire away. 


The man-for-man all ov,er the court 


system has its most prominent ex- 
ponent in New York in Columbia. Paul 
Mooney's men do not wait to cross the 
center line to pick out their foes. They 
go after them in their opponent's de- 
fensive area. By hustling and crowding 
the opposition, they force errors. 


The results arc interceptions in con- 


venient scoring territory. 
With the 


other team still moving the other way, 
it's 
not hard to whip across a score. 


But lo play this type of game a team 


! must be in perfect shape. Columbia 
yenerally is, too. That is why it wins 
so often.

Only Earl F. Quigly of Little Rock 


high school has a longer period of ser- 
vice, and he censed active football 
coaching last spring to become athletic 
director at the capital city school. 


While Bailey has been at Russellville, 


Cyclone football teams have won !)7 
games, lost 32, tied 12. His most suc- 
cessful eleven was that of 1933 which 
won al lits games, averaging 50 points 
per contest. 


Russellville was one of the leading

The new slip cover patterns are as easy 
to use as a dress pattern. Clear draw- 
Ings show every step and munbcTS 
show how the pieces are joined. 


For instance, In one of the detail 


drawings, the two parts numbered "6" 
come together at the seam joining the 


outside arm piece and the Inside nrpi 
piece at the top of the arm. 


The parts numbered "8" form the 


point of the s*at piece to the lower 
part of UIKJ Inside arm piece. The e-<- 
tra material Is puslied down betweeti 
the arm and the scat—all around the 
sent. Anyone who has ever sal on a 
skimpily fitting cover has learned the 
importance of a large scam allowance 
at this point. 


How the cord finish can be inserted 


lii the soAms when the cover is being 
sewn, together is shown in the other 
detail drawing. A cording foot is used 
on the machine—the foot can come 
close to the; cord and sews it securely. 


The .variety of charming slip cover 


materials now in the stores is bewild- 
ering—all colors and all kinds of pat- 
terns, large and small. The beginner 
might best start with plain linen or 
jaspc or a chintz or cretonne with a 
small all-over design; a fabric with 
large motifs has to be cut and match- 
ed carefully and needs more experi- 
ence.
